Combine the two vege¬ 
tables, and keep them hot Melt 
two tablespoons butter, and add 
two tablespoons lemon Juice. Beat 
one egg yolk, add the hot bean 
liquor, and then add the butter 
and lemon Juice, and cook gently 
until the sauce Is creamy, being 
careful not to boll. Pour over the 
hot vegetables, and serve at once.
